LIMENMOTING SPURIOUS RESPONSES 
&n N2C Extra 
Sevtertpwaite, dr. 


For the purposcs of this paper, a spurious recoivor response is a 
_iignal heard on a frequency othcr than that upon which it is being broad- 
cast. Such resyvonscs arc a source of considerable difficulty in ECB 
listening, cspccially in arcas with scveral noardy, high-powcracd trans=- 
mittors, Theis most common causes will bo considered aclow. 


TRUE IMAGES 

Causc: Tha cause of images was briofly discussed in a prcavious 
article on reccivor thcoory. Recall that in a superhctrodyne receciver 
there is a local oscillator, the output of which can combine with an 
incoming signal 455 ke. (for cxamplce) lowcr and highor in frequency to 
producc an output at 455 ke. which will boa amplificd by the IF stages. 

In geoncral, only one of these possible outputs (usually from tho station 
lowor in freeucney) is desired, but if both roach the detector, both will 
ko hoard, ’ 

Charactcristics: Strong locel stations arc heard at freaquencias 
twice the IF frcaucney polow thair actual frequency, With a 455 ke. IF, 
for example, a etrong local on 1570 would be heard at 1570-(2x455) = 660 
ke. CUictually, secausc of inexact IF salignmont, the signal could bec hoarc 
up to 20 ke. romoved from this frcaqucency.) Occasionally, in scvere casas, 
insagos will result from the second (or higher) harmonic of tka local os- 
cillator, Thus when tho rocciver is tuned to 540 ke., tke oscillator is 
on 995 and its sccond harmonic (i.c.,2-multiplc) is 1990 ke. A signal cof 
this frequcncy is sometimes fod to akk the mixcr alsc, If a strong local 
is operating on 1530 or 154C, output might be obtaincd on 460 (1990-1530: 
or 450 (1990-1540) ke, frocucncics noar cnough the IF frequency to cause 
interforonce. The following tcost will indicatc image troublc, Determine 
the IF frequency of your recoiver (almost always 455 ke. on moccrn com- 
mercial sects). Tunc to tha strongest local station (A) operating on or 
abovoll450 ke, Poak its signal with the ontconna trimmer if you havo onc. 
Subtract from O's fraqucncy twice the IF frequency and tunc to the fre- 
aucncy thus determined, If station 4 is heard hore (plus or minus 20 ke.) 
truco images arc at least onc cause of spurious rosponscs,. If station A 
is not heard, it is unlikely that other signals arc truco images. 

Curco: The solution to the image problom is obviously to prevent the 
undesired signal's reaching thc mixor. There arc two approaches to this, 
The first is to incrcase RF scloctivity. Many cascs can bo curcd with an 
antcnna tuner, for unless the antenna and roccivor arc matched in inpod- 
onec, Maximum solectivity of any cxisting RF circuitry is not obtaincd, 
and most BCE antennas arc not well matched. Another possibility is to 
add one or moro outboard tuned 3F stages (i.c., a prescloctor). This is 
a morc cxpensive and complcxsolution, however. In addition, most pub- 
lished presclector designs cmphasize high gain instoad of high sclilectiv- 
ity, and tho tubes typically uscd (tha GAKS and 6CW4 ara, unfortunatcly, 
current favoritcs) are extremely suscoptible to cross modulation (vide 
infra). On tho BCB, such prosclectors create more probloms than thoy 
curo unless you are far from any poworful transmittcrs., In using cither 
of thcsec devices, of course, ono meroly peaks the desired signal with 
the extcrnal tuning control(s). .

A sonowhat better solution is to attonuate the local signal pnefore 
it reaches tka recoiver.

Attenuation can oe 
by a rosistance pad or by 9 tunable trap as mentioned under “Images," 

In these casas, thea desircd signal will te attenuatod also, but in most 
casos the overall ocffect will sc improved readibility. Additional pos- 
sibilitiocs arc to switch to a shorter antenna when tuning adjacent to 
locals or to pxmxxkia placc the local in the null of a loop antcnna. 

Certain changes in recciver circuitry can sometimes reduce cross 
modulation also, tut these arc rather specidtizcd and involved; thoy 
will not be covercd harc. 4s noted previously, sharp-cutoff tubos such 4 
as the 6AK5, GAC7, and 6CN4 should bo avoided in both reccivors and pro- 
sclectors on tho ECB, 


INTERNGL MIXING 

Cause: Intcrnal mixing is another possiblo result of recciver ovor- 
load. In this case, both signals involved arc at RF grequcncics, however 
For example, if signals on 600 and 1000 ke. reach a stage and arc strong 
enough to overload it, shat stago will act Like a very non-selective 
mixer. Thus tho first mixing products arc 600+600= 1200, 1000+1000= 2006 
1000 600-1600, and 1000-600-400 ke. Those ‘first’ products may interact 
with tharsolece to producc unwanted signals on, a.g., 400+400 = 800, 
1000+ 400-1400, 1600+400=1200 ke., ctc. If the reccivor is tuncd to one 
of thesa freaqucncics, both stations involved will possibly ke heard 
(altbouge one is often very much stronger than the other). in addition, 
af the reeciverxe is tuncd to 690 ke., the 1600 product might he heard 
for the samc reason truc images are heard. Thus the situation is quite 
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complox, 

Charactoristics: Spuricus responses dua to mixing are best idan- 
tified by the frequency relationships involved, although, as shown 
above, these are not always obvious and unexpected combinations may 
be quite strong. In addition, it is sometimes difficult to distinguishb__ 
intcrnal and cxtcrnal mixing. This problem is discussed under “Extcrnal 
Mixing.‘ Internal mixing is most likcly, however, whan tke two unwanted 
Signals and the rosultant arc on approximatcly tke sane freaucncy. Thus 
if & and 8 are within 109 Ec. or so of cach other, the combinations 
24-B and 22-4 are ogpecialiy common, 

Cure: ft is obvious that internal mixing will be raduced both by 
reducing recciver overload anc ty pravonting unwanted signals’ reaching 
the reccivor (i.c., incroasing RF sclectivity). Thus measurcs describad 
undor both ‘Images'' and “Cross Modulation’ should oc effective, 


BRESSELL MIXiIn 

Cause:m Same as internal mixing, mene the mixing takes place 
kofore tho signal reaches tho receiver. Sny non Lincar circuit clement 
can act 98 @-mixer under the prover conditions; unfortunately, this 
includes corroded or otherwise clectrisally poor contacts sotwaon two 
metallic conductors. If these conductors ara of the lLongth and position 
required of good antennas, they will intercapt two (or morc) signals, 
mix thom, and roradiatoe tham localiv, : 

Charactcristics: Extcrnal mixing is probably the most common causa 
of spurious Signals on the ECE. The strength of any particular mixing 
combination dcevends mainly on tha vohysical dimensions of the conductors 
involved, and rathor complex combinations often appear with surprising 
strength. The following taste usually distinguish intornal and extornal 
mixing: (1) Internal mixing frequently disappears as the reccivors 
gain or input is reduced, (2) Nulling one of the signais involved on 
its truc frequancy (with antonna trap or loop) will reducc internal 
mixing but have Littlo affact on external mixing (cxccpt by chanco with 
a diroctional loop). Gonorally a signal rcsulting fron external mixing 
bohaves in all rospects as a single signal actually boing broadcast on 
that froauency. 

Cure: Tho only cure for coxternal mixing is Locating the sami: 
congudting contact involved and then climinating it. Both aspects of 
this pose problems, Sources of cxternal mixing can bo oxtromely hard 
BHAUHEXXESARHRKARKEXKR to Zind, since there arc many possibilitios and 
a poor contact is oftcn not cbvious on inspection. “Prospocting" with 
a small transistor radio, cquipped with a sharply directional antenna 
and tuned to a mixing product, may bea of some holp. Common culprits sre 
rain guttors, motal roofs, sbove ground piping, and overhead wiring of 
all sorts. Siso, don't nogloct your own antenna and lead in -~ ali goin’ 
should bo clean and, if possibla, well soldered. Once you find the con- 
tact, tha two conductors involved should be clectrisally bonded. The 
best bond is probably a heavy wird braid (suck as that uscd with auto- 
mobile batterics) soldered to cach side. This will often not ba possivl. 
however, and any other possible moasurcs to improve the contact, sher 
as removing the corrosion, must te uscd instead. 
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Causo: Signals boing broadcast on the reecivoer's I? Yrecuency ara 
insufficiontly attenuates ty the AE ad mixcr circuitry; trus the 
reach tho IF amplifior whore thay ara samplificd and cvontually appear 
in the audin vutput. 

Charactcristics: 455 ke,., the most common IF frequency, is part of 
9 band usaa for shin-to-ship and sbhip-toeshore tratxic transmitted in 
Morse coda. Monitoring hee indicated that it is a roalatively popular 
freaucney on tre mid-Ltlantic coast and that most oo tha sode heard in 
that arca on the RCE is from this source. This may not te true in other 


argas, ascecialiy those well romoved from shipping lanes. Direct mono 
atoring of tha DPF frequency with a long-wave reeciver and comparison is 
a ¢ 
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the most positive identification. Morsa code signals that are not ain 
fectad (except in pitch) by «x reecivor tuming and eppear as a packgroun: 
to many evati iy 2rom IF feedthrough. Goncrally speaking, 


suck iLntorterenca will not sc constant but will apnpcar on a rather 
erratic schagule, 

Curc: Methods discussad unger x'Imagos’ ara complotely applicatic 
70 UF feedthrough. ony antenuna traps should he adjusted to the EF gre- 
cuency; Lf no wetter method is availablc, tunc for minimum code back- 
ground signel to adjust the trav.

Cearactoristics: Since the aoe aes RF circuitry is not involved, 
such interferance is conpict ee independant of recoiver tuning. In 
some cascs, it is cvon indenordent of tha setting os tho audio volune 
control, fudio rectification can also be recognized from the stations 
involved; in most cases, they “gill bo yvory nearoy and broadcasting in 
the shape Gwe Rg or VT tvands,. 

Curo: small capacitors wired across tha bias rasisters of receévor 
audio stages as indicated tobow (4) will climinstc most audio rect 
ification. Keap capacitor loads short. Ey -passineg the 4C line to ground 
as shown in Figure EB will bolp provant cntrance of SF signals on tha 
Linc cord. If wou hogitagce to work on your reeciver, a radic-TV servi 


mam should to able to make the additions indicates ensily and incz- 
pensively,

This paper has covered the more common causcs of spurious responsc_ 
There are, of course, always cxceptional cases, but it is hoped thaosd 
notes: will prove useful in solving most problems. I will be glad to 
supply more edvanced rofcorcances, covering both theory and ‘how to do 
it to anyone intorosted, Most of these come from the amateur radio 
litcraturc. 


& WORD OF CAUTION 

No DxXcr should attempt repairs or modifications of his recciver 
unless he has some faniliarity with clectronic circuits and construction 
(Kit building is an cxccllcent background), In all cases, remove the &C 
plug and discharge tho filter capacitors befora doing any such work 
(cxecpt, of course, salignmcnt). Hoth SC line voltage and reccivor E* can 
be fatal under cortain conditions, 

hC-GC roccivors present a special problom., Tha actual circuits 
vary sonewhst, but in nearly all it is possizle at some times for full 
{CO line voltage to appear on tha chassis (and any oxposed metal parts 
connected to it) either normally or duc to component failurc. Such scts 
arc quito common; nearly all inexpensive 4 or & tube home radios are 
of this type as are the communications reccivors Listed below (this 
list may not be complete, cut it covers the more common sets): 

National: 87-54, NC-S60, NC-46, NC-32 

Eallicrafters: 8-120, 5-38 (911 models), 5-51, 5-52, 8-72, 5-77,6- 

4s manufactured, such scts arc quite safo, although the \ 86 
cabinet can become a shock hagard in the cyvont of componont failure 
unloss it is completcly insulsted from tho chassis. Use axtra care and 
follow manufacturer's instructions in mating antennae and ground (if any) 
connections in such casos. Also usc caution in connecting cxtcrnal 
acccssorics; in most cases, this means they should have no exposed metal 
parts. t 

The hagard associated with such scts can be greatly roducecd by 

operation through on isolation transformer. A 50 watt unit (Allicd 
Radio/Xnight 61 G 426) will bo satisfactory for home sots and all 
reccivers above cxcept the NC-46, which requircs at lcast 65 watts. In 
this casc, the chassis can and should bo grounded. If vou can connect 
the rececivor's common negative bus tn the chassis also without shorting 
anything (chock the schematic), the scat will become the cquivalcnt of 
an ordinary transformer operated scot and acccessorics can be added with 
only the usual precautions for cloctrical work.
